The application has been amended as follows: 

Please amend claim 25 as follows: 
25. (Currently Amended): A method for presenting digital content, comprising: 

presenting a first representation of digital content on a first device; 

presenting a second representation of the digital content on a second device; 

monitoring user interaction with at least one of the first representation and the 
second representation, wherein the user interaction includes identifying a first display 
interaction area and at least a second display interaction area from the user interaction 
with the first representation of digital content and a first display interaction area and at 
least a second display interaction area from the user interaction with the second 
representation of digital content; 

determining interaction information from the user interaction, wherein the 
interaction information includes an identification of at least the first display interaction 
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area and the second display interaction area of the first representation or the second 
representation and an order in which the first display interaction area and the second 
display interaction are of the first representation or the second representation are 
selected : 

maintaining the interaction information; 

deforming at least one of the first representation and the second representation 
of the digital content using the interaction information; 

wherein said deforming step includes at least one of deforming the first 
representation using interaction information determined from interaction with the second 
representation and deforming the second representation using interaction information 
determined from interaction with the first representation, wherein deforming includes 
scaling text contained in at least one of the first display interaction area and the second 
display interaction area of the first representation of digital content based on the 
interaction information as the second representation, wherein the scaling scales only 
the text contained in the first display interaction area and the second display interaction 
area relative to the first representation; and 

presenting the digital content.
